The Girls Against the Boys- Alvin- 11/2. 2 mild pros- 
Times, World Telegram & Sun- and 5 cons- filed on new 
revue with Bert Lahr, Nancy Walker, Shelley Berman, Dick 
Van Dyke with sketches and lyrics by Arnold B. Horwitt, 
music by Richard Lewine and Albert Hague, sketches staged 
by Aaron Rubin, dances and musical numbers staged by Boris 
Rumanin produced by Albert Selden. All reviewers agreed 
that Lahr and Walker are two of the theatre's outstanding 
clowns, but only Funke, Times, and Aston, WTS, thought they 
were worth seeing inspite of uneven, often poor material . 
Times drama editor cheered Lahr and Walker as two of the 
royal mountebanks of show business and their being together 
is good fortune for everyone on both sides of the footlights. 
He liked the sketches they were in, but feared that the show 
minus them is tedious. Aston noted that just to look at the 
stars is enough to laugh and the talent in the show he found 
stunning;he blamed familiar sketch trouble and songs that 
didn't ring on the way home. Con side headed by Kerr, Her- 
ald Tribune, found sleepiness and drama instead of tough- 
ness and lunacy in show which couldn't keep the entertain- 
ment going when its co-stars were off-stage. Chapman,News, 
thought revue lacked crisp style, pace, variety and tunes for 
a good, sunny revue. Coleman, Mirror, panned it as an in- 
credible charade with co-stars so dull, music serviceable, 
and sketches skimpy. Watts, Post, added that ramshackle 
show gave stars little stimulating support , he also disliked 
sets and costumes. McClain, Journal American, marked 
show not poor, not good, inspite of its world of talent it 
doesn't add up to much, not consistently funny, tuneful or 
lavish.

Gelb, Times, 
thought breezy, cozy, deliberately corny effort was interesting 
but didn't like author's continual writing down to his audience, 
Abel, Variety, recommended it as good backstage stuff, as 
appealing to the laymen as to the professionals, Capitol Recor¢ 
is bringing out companion disc with Willson and wife featured 


as they "auditoned" the material for prospective backers.

Endgame cast recording of Cherry Lane production 
(Grove) with Lester Rawlins, Gerald Hiken, P F Kelly , 
Nyda Westerman panned by Lask, Times, as just as in- 
comprehensible as the Beckett play. Though a text is pro- 
vided the message is still hopeless, the delivery tedious. 
The play is one-toned, the devices mechanical, the whole 
thing an adolescent romp in melancholia, Long before the 
end the reviewer was willing to concede...The Apple Cart 
Interlude scene with Noel Coward and Margaret Leighton 
(Caedman) is an interesting preface to the Shaw play , 
though recording company sniped off the last lines, noted 
Lask, Times.

5 pro- 
Times, Herald Tribune, Journal American, World Telegram- 
Sun- filed on revival of Paul Vincent Carroll Irish drama by 
Irish Players with Helena Carroll and Kendall Clark, staged 
by Joseph Gistirik, 1937 NY Critics Circle prize winning play 
still rated as an outstanding, beautiful drama by all the critics. 
All complemented players and production as well, except Watts, 
Post, who still vividly recalls original NY portrayals of Cedric 
Hardwicke and Julie Haydon and feared that current leads no 
more than suggested the quality of their predecessors. Calta, 
Times, applauded the beautifully written and excellently acted 
revival that still sends sparks that sear and warm at the same 
time. Crist, Herald Tribune, enp yed warm and understand- 
ing production with the very "Irishness" of the players giving 
added dimensions to the drama. McClain, Journal American, 
okayed the excellent revival of a good play in the Irish tradit- 
ion.Aston, WTS, praised forthright direction in sensible per- 
formance, arresting and invigorating. Though Watts, Post, 
voiced above criticism he still found play beautiful and moving 
drama , while the lesser characters are ably handled,

But 
negative voter Atkinson, Times, found no strong impression, 
instead too many bits and pieces of something that should have 
been, with its excellent cast and direction, much more inter- 
esting. Kerr, Herald Tribune, feared some stunning effects 
are wasted as play does not move forward but seems to revolve 
on a phonograph disc.

But he does know that Shaw's lines re- 
quire long breaths, seventeen words to a line, Levene 
agrees with John Gielgud that acting gets harder every 
year and also like Gielgud would like to get into direct- 
ing. 


PAT HINGLE feels a direct res- 
ponsibility to the 400 people who wrote while he was 
hospitalized in Feb after he was forced to withdraw 
from J,B, after an elevator accident, he told Shannon 
WTS. When he returns to the stage next Feb he will 
try harder than ever to please them. 


PROS & CONS BY TMK 


The Girls Against The Boys is painless musical div- 
ersion that will win no prizes for originality and/or wit. But 
Bert Lahr, Nancy Walker, Shelley Berman, Dick Van Dyke 
and the prettiest group of chorus girls collected in years pre- 
sent a variety of pleasant material, some of which borders 
too closely on the tasteless. All hands do their required items 
as if they were really first class material, but the sad fact is 
that neither the sketches, songs, dances or blackouts are in the 
same class as the players. The best moments of the rather 
short revue are the out-fashioned song and dance routines of 
Bert Lahr , though none of the sketches are as mad and funny 
as Lahr can be without half trying. Inserting several of Lahr's 


classics would fill out and make the evening a complete success. 


This revue safely steers clear of any controversial or topical 
material and couldn't get in trouble with anyone but the Legion 


of Decency.

U.S.A, is a skillful, always fascinating adaptation of 
John Dos Passos modern classic ably presented by an ex- 
tremely versatile sextet of young actors and actresses ,each 
of which can and does shift with ease from characterizations, 
biographies of famous people of the first three decades of the 
20th century, dancing, singing, headlines plus a slight run- 
ning plot of the rise of a too typical public relations tycoon 
Good taste and good humor is built into every segment, and 
call it dramatized reading or theatre, it is fine fun.

Legend of Lovers is a poor revival of a poor Anouilh 
drama, The script itself, in the current translation at least, 
has only a few poetic passages andnone of the sly humor we 
associate with the author. The theme is obscured in layers 
of dull dialogue , while the two leading players have neither 
the acting ability, classical style nor speech technique for 
the difficult roles.

Shirley Booth is unfair to critics and the picket line 
with Kerr, Atkinson, & Co will form outside the Coronet - 
O'Neill Theatre where A Loss of Roses may or may not 
open Nov 26 without Shirley Booth. The favorite player 
of many NY critics for years, a gal who could do no wrong 
no matter how bad the play or the role, quit the William 
Inge play in Washington. D, C, because she felt her part was 
a "third rate role."' Every section of the theatre is tightly 
unionized and this kind of verbal activity seems clearly lim- 
ited to authorized reviewers, If leading actresses start pre- 
judging plays and roles before productions get to NY, the 
always shrinking Broadway theatre could become a vacuum,

Producers cannot tell in advance if shows or roles 
will be hits, so there is no reason to expect actresses to 
have this commercial insight. Even Off Broadway producer- 
author-actor Paul Shyre is slightly wrong in labeling the 
past season Off Broadway a bad one simply because his 
current show U,S,A does not have a huge advance or will 
not turn into a hit over-night. The facts are simply that 
more Off Broadway shows have run for a longer time at 
higher box-office prices than ever before. Audiences Off 
Broadway may be slow in building but once a show is estab- 
lished the chances of its having a long run are very good. 
Sixteen Off Broadway shows ran through the entire sum- 
mer without one closing, and if more add comfortable air- 
conditioning systems more will run year-round, Producers 
and actresses alike should remember that nobody, but no- 
body twisted their arms to make them do any given show. 
Cry-baby statements should be confined to dressing rooms, 
not press releases,
